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The way to spell joy into vivid reality for you is to put Jesus first, 
others second and yourself last. This simple formula for genuine joy 
is a principle honored by God and is spoken of in the fifteenth chapter 
of John verses 9 and 12. Verse 11 of that same chapter says “These things 
have I spoken unto you, that my joy might remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full.” 

All of us have talked to people whose whole conversation was about 
themselves and their accomplishments or perhaps their problems. They 
are master users of the words “I,” “me,” “my” and “mine.” Their vocab- 
ulary consists of words and phrases that never go beyond themselves 
or those things which pertain to their personal profit or benefit. The 
love of Jesus or the blessings of others are the farthest things from their 
mind, Oh how vain and self-centered such an outlook is! 

How much more profitable if we would begin our conversation 
with Jesus, begin our day with Jesus and begin our lives with Jesus. By 
putting Jesus first we are going right to the “top” with the problem for 
He is the author of joy and the Prince of Peace. He is the supreme prob- 
lem solver and if given His rightful place, our lives will radiate the 
beauty and majesty of He who reigns within. 

The fact that a great deal can be learned by listening to others is 
something that many of us haven't discovered. Few people fathom the 
value, or have developed the ability, to be a good listener in conversa- 

_ tion. Most all of us are believers of the theory that our lives are shaped 
and molded by the friends and associates that we acquire. However, 
our friends and those we meet, no matter how noble they may be, will 
never contribute anything to our well-being if our selfish aggression 
monopolizes every conversation. May we be keenly aware that some 
of life’s greatest contributions and blessings will come when we defer 
our interest from ourselves to the activity and experiences of others, 

If in all acts of human association we would hold to the Bible 
principle of “honor preferring one another,” the age-old sin of “selfish- 
ness” would soon fade into obscurity. 

May the Lord help us to realize that if we put Jesus first and others 
before ourselves that we not only will have spelled joy but the principle 
of the arrangement will make us the possessor of genuine heavenly joy.

IN A 


MODERN WORLD 


Part 1 


Romans 6:1-13; Ephesians 6:11-17; 
Philippians 3:18, 14. 


nquestionably we are in 
O€k the midst of one of the 
most dramatic and fast- 


moving generations which men have 
ever known. These are days that re- 
mind us of the poetic couplet: 
“We are living; we are dwelling 
In a grand and awful time 
An age on ages telling 
To be living is sublime.” 

When we look around us it seems 
there are so many of our fellow cit- 
izens, even fellow christians, who are 
rushing aimlessly on with no purpose 
in view, no hope in sight. 

I believe we “have come to the 
Kingdom for such a time as this.” The 
emphasis on the supernatural which 
the Pentecostal Movement has been 
preaching and experiencing through 
the past 50 years has had its effect 
upon evangelical Protestantism. The 
churches in the early part of the cen- 
tury had well-nigh lost this emphasis, 
and especially the teaching concern- 
ing the infilling with the precious 
Holy Spirit. They may not have been 
willing to accept our insistence upon 
speaking with tongues as the initial 
evidence of the Baytism of the Holy 
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Spirit. But they have seen the whole 
of men’s and women’s lives changed, 
inspired and become meaningful and 
it has had its influence upon the re- 
turn to supernatural religion. Now is 
the time for us to maintain that glor- 
ious experience of Pentecost and its 
dedications which has made us what 
we are individually and collectively. 
We dare not fail to achieve our pur- 
pose, nor to keep our emphasis on 
“those things which are most assured- 
ly believed amongst us.” 


My message today will seek to re- 
veal “Our Responsibility in a Modern 
World” as being two-fold: (1) To 
Maintain a Strong, Clear Witness and 
(2) To Live a Separated and Dedicat- 
ed Life. 

To maintain a strong, clear witness, 
we must have a renewed “sense of 
mission.” My spirit was stricken when 
a few weeks ago while I was at one 
of our North Bay churches a layman 
said to me, “Brother Palmer, why is 
it there doesn’t seem to be the same 
spirit of hunger for God in our ser- 
vices as there used to be? Why is it 
our mid-week services seem to be so 
dead? And, why is it that we don't 
have the same kind of great altar ser- 
vices after our Sunday night meetings 


as we used to have?” It’s bad enough 
when we preachers recognize the evi- 
dences of declension. How disconcert- 
ing it is when sincere laymen and 
board members start asking such ques- 
tions. My answer to him was, “Broth- 
er, I feel it is because too often we 
have lost our sense of mission — the 
reason for our existence.” 


Many of you can recall how you 
started out in this ministry pioneering 
for Christ. Spirit-filled, Spirit-direct- 
ed, and Spirit-inspired you went out 
with the vision that the world was 
dying in sin and that many powerless 
christians were hungering and thirst- 
ing after righteousness, The “Woe is 
me if I preach not the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ” and you knew in 
your heart they could not be saved 
nor yet know the fulness of God un- 
less you took the wonderful message 
to them. So you went! You didn’t ask, 
“How big is the Sunday school? What 
is the church membership? Is there 
a good modern three-bedroom par- 
sonage? nor, How much is the sal- 
ary?’ Something within you, “a com- 
pelling must” urged you on; you gave 
up farm, store, profession, position 
and salary just to preach this Gospel. 
The sense of mission was upon you.

_A. We would suggest a few ways by 
means of which practical holiness may 
_be realized by a believer: 
1. By walking in the light of God’s 
Word. The Psalmist posed this ques- 
_tion—“Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way?” Then he answered 
the question by saying, “By taking 
heed thereto according to thy word.” 
_ Jesus prayed, “Sanctify them 
| through thy truth: thy word is truth.” 
On one occasion Jesus stated, “now 
are ye clean through the word which 
I have spoken unto you.” 
_ 2. By forsaking utterly the ways of 
_ the world, refusing to compromise the 
high standards of God’s revealed will. 
_ 8. By renouncing self, — the flesh, 
_ — the carnal nature, — the old man, 
— reckoning ourselves to be “dead 
unto sin but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

4. By doing our part in practical 
every day experience to put off... 
the old man (which belongs to your 
former manner of life and is corrupt 
through deceitful lusts) and put on 
the new man, which after God is 

- created in righteousness and true holi- 
“ness.” 
- “Dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God.” We have something to 
do; God does not do it all. Further, 
notice that not only are we to cleanse 
our flesh, but filthiness of the spirit, 
—envy, spite, jealousy, hatred, strife, 
a cantankerous murmering, complain- 
ing and fault-finding spirit are to be 
put away also. It seems to be much 
_ easier to cleanse oneself from filthi- 
ness of the flesh than of the spirit. 

5. By giving heed to the voice of 
the Holy Spirit within. It is the office- 

work of the Holy Spirit to glorify 

Jesus Christ. “He shall glorify me.” 

_ As we follow the leadings of the Holy 
_ Spirit, taking heed to the voice of our 

“faithful Guide,” He will lead us into 

_ Christ-likeness and away from that 
which is unlike Christ. 
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6. By walking in the Spirit. “Walk 
in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfill 
the lust of the flesh.” 

7. By living close to our blessed 
Lord in daily prayer and communion. 
The closer we are to Him, the more 
like Him we shall become. 


Q. “What is the crown of life referred to 
in James 1:12? Is this eternal life or 
something else?” 


A. After Grecian games were over the 
athletes assembled before the “Bema” 
orJudges’ stand and the winners re- 
ceived a reward. Some received no re- 
ward; in this sense they had lost the 
Victor’s crown (of laurel leaves). But 
while they received no reward, there 
was no punishment. They were not 
cast out. 

Crowns, in Scripture, are symbols 
of reward. This has to do not with 
salvation but with reward for special 
excellence in the realm of “works.” 
The apostle Paul declares, “We must 
all appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ,” (the Bema), to be judged 
for our “works.” 

If our works have been of such 
worthy material as gold, silver, prec- 
ious stones, and thus able to stand the 
test of fire, we shall receive a reward, 
symbolized by the “crowns” of Scrip- 
ture. If the character of our works has 
been of such unworthy material as 
suggested by the words wood, hay, 
and stubble, which certainly cannot 
stand the fiery test — they will be

burned and we shall suffer loss, — the 
loss of special reward, “but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by fire.” 
See 1 Cor, 3:11-15. 


Q. “Where does the soul go immediateiy 
after death?” 


A. We do not believe in what is 
sometimes referred to as “soul sleep.” 
In the story of the rich man and Laz- 
arus the Scripture reads, “the rich man 
also died, and was buried; and in hell 
he lift up his eyes, being in torments.” 
There is continuity here; no’ lapse of 
time is indicated. His body was in the 
grave but his spirit was in Hades, the 
place of departed human spirits be- 
tween death and the resurrection. 
That he had the use of his mental 
faculties is evident. He could remem- 
ber, he could feel, he could speak. He 
knew remorse. 

Since the ascension of Christ, Para- 
dise has been in the immediate pres- _ 
ence of God. Now the righteous dead 
are “absent from the body” but “at — 
home with the Lord.” Paul says, “to 
depart, and to be with Christ,” indi- 
cating the immediacy of one’s en- 
trance into the presence of the Lord’, — 
upon the instant of one’s physical 
death. See 2 Cor. 12:1-4; Eph. 4:8-10; 
Phi. 1:21, 23; 2 Cor. 5:6, 8. Notice the 
expression “present with the Lord,” 
in this last Scripture reference.

_ In his thought-provoking book “The 
Pursuit of God,” Dr. A. W. Tozer 
iptly draws the contrast between the 
ssages of the prophets and the 
scribes. Because he ‘says it so well I 
wish to quote his choice words: 
Hearts that are ‘fit to break’ with 
love for the Godhead are those who 
have been in the Presence and have 
ooked with opened eye upon the 
“majesty of Diety. Men of the break- 
ing hearts had a quality about them 
not known to or understood by com- 
on men. They habitually spoke with 
iritual authority. They had been in 
e Presence of God and they report- 
what they saw there. They were 
‘prophets, not scribes, for the scribe 
tells what he has read, and the proph- 
t tells what he has seen. 
_ “The distinction is not an imaginary 
one. Between the scribe who has read 
nd the prophet who has seen there 
is a difference as wide as the sea. We 
are today overrun with orothodox 
“scribes, but the prophets, where are 
‘they? The hard voice of the scribe 
‘sounds over evangelicalism, but the 
Church waits for the tender voice of 
he saint who has penetrated the veil 
and has gazed with inward eye upon 
the Wonder that is God. And yet, 
thus to penetrate, to push in sensitive 
iving experience into the holy Pres- 
ce, is a privilege open to every 
child of God.” 
_ To maintain a strong, clear witness 
we must differentiate between QUAL- 
TY and Quantity. Oh, what tragedies 
esult from our over emphasis on num- 
bers. Big tent meetings, exaggerated 
eports of healings, big ingatherings 
numbers, big this and big that! 
ow often has the church suffered a 
ious case.of spiritual dyspepsia and 
‘disillusionment. Have we forgotten 
that christian character is not some- 
‘thing we can create by self-develop- 
‘ment or human betterment? I am told 
t Newton Riddell in his book 
Methods of Attainment” says, “Grace 
not just the unmerited favor of God, 
is not just an attitude on His part.
